GOVERNMENT’S FUNCTION 
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Acting Premier Declares It 
Duty to See That People Are 
Not Exploited 


OTTAWA, May 3. (Canadian 
Press.)-—-At the opening of the house 
of commons today, R, L Richardson, 
of Springfield Man., asked the acting 
premier whether he had any informa- 
Hon to impart to the house regarding 
the proposed steel and shipping mers- 
tr, Which ,the newspapers stated, was 
now practically accomplished, The 
sountry was greatly interested, he said, 
and it was feared that the merger 
might have the effect of raising ship- 
ping rates. 

Sir George Foster replied that all 
mergers were not necessarily injuri- 
ous, The government was not in pos- 
session of any information which was 
not available to the member asking 
the question. With regard to the 
yuestion as to whether the government 
could stop the merging of the com- 
panies, Sir George said that it was 
one of the functions of the govern- 
ment to see that the people were not 
exploited, and this government would 
sndeavour to perform that function. 


Combination Trade Essential. 

TORONTO, May 3.—Col. W. Grant 
Modern, promoter of the big merger 
known as the British Empire Steel 
corporation, member of the British 
parllament for Brantford and Chis- 
wick, England, and a former Toronto 
boy, gave an address to the Toronto 
board of trade today. Col. Morden 
said: 

“Proper combination today in trade 
s essential, just the same as combina- 
on in all united efforts. There has 
9een no consolidation of industries, to 
my knowledge, that has ever taken 
place which has worked out 60 scienti- 
fically, so fairly, and on so conserva- 
tive lines as the consolidation to be 
known in future as the British Empire 
Steel corporation.” 

He said, his opinion of the way in 
which Canada could acocompMsh a 
binding partnership in the empire was 
by building up an industrial partner- 
ship.

CATTLE LOSS 
NOT BIG CHECK 
ON INDUSTRY 


P. Burns Says Western Farmers 
Will Recover Loss Within a 
Year or Two 


“PRINCE ALBERT, Sask., May 3,— 
FP. Burns of Calgary, head of the P. 
Burns Packing plant, is here inspect- 
ing the company's establishment, 

With reference to the livestock sit- 
uation generally, Mr. Burns placed 
the loss during the past winterd 
through lack of feed at an average of 
nbout ten per cent, Some districts 
lost more than thig but other dis- 
tricts legs. He did not think how- 
ever, the loss would be a very great 
eheck on the livestock industry, {n- 
asmuch as western farmers Would re- 
cover this loss within a year or so. 
The livestock men had nothing to 
worry about, for they would soon re- 
cover from the losses of the past 
year. There was a market for all the 
livestock they could produce and'there 
was no cause whatever for pessimism, 

Mr. Burns came here chiefly to 
conclude 4 deal whereby the com- 
pany purchased 85 lots east of the 
present plant, being the property be- 
tween the p'ant and the Irince Al- 
bert Creamery fronting on Fiftecenth 
street and with railway trackage to 
the rear, Th's property, Mr. Burns 
stated has Leen acquired to take care 
of future extensions, when the pre- 
sent plant becomes unrsble to handle 
the volume of busirQ\s com'ng in 
from all parts of northern Sashaiv i: 
ewan, 

Asked with reference to the re- 
port that the company was tendering 
on a ten million dollar European con- 
tract, Mr. Burrs stated there was no 
truth in the report The Burns plant 
were shipping stead'ly to Europe but 
there has beeen no such contract as 
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Estimates for the year, emvodying 
a total tax levy of $3,542,295, were 
passed by the city countil on Monday. 
The ‘by-law for the tax rate of 45 
métlis for public school supportere and 
41.76 for separate school supporters, 
will ibe brought in and passed at the 
next meeting of council. In addition 
there ig a provincial supplementary 
tax of one mill on lang only. 

Usually, council have gone through 
the estimates department by depart- 
ment, or practically item by item, but 
this year they took the report of the

| Port was adopted and the estimates 
thus approved.

Where ig Money Coming From? 

The other point was featured by 
Alderman Bowen, who said that the 
impression had gone abroad that 
council objected to the salaries paid 
by the school board, They wanted it 
; to ibe made plain that they did not 
| object to the amount of the salaries 
paid, but their objection was that they 
did not know thow to find the money, 
nor where it was coming from. 

The mayor expressed himself to 
the effect that the schools could well, 
on account of the financial distress 
that was said to be coming, close down 
at once to half-time. 


Discount 

The rate of discount was fixed. Ten 
per cent. discount will be allowed on 
tax payments made up to June let. 
Afterwards it will drop to 8 per cent. 
for the next month, and then there 
will be a drop of one per cent. month- 
ly until the end of November. 

The Money By-Laws 

There was quite a discussion on the 
question of the money by-laws, and 
it was arranged that public meetings 
would be held ffor the purpose of in- 
formfng the pulio of the necessity of 
their passing.

BARGAIN HUNTERS 


Many of the Owners Preferred to 
‘‘Bid in’? Rather Than Let 
Their Holdings Go 


From New York Times April 25. 


The first week of the fur sale came 
to an end yesterday with sales total- 
ing $5,975,000. Due to the good aver- 
age prices brought by the collection 
of about 188,000 skunk that were sold 
the day’s sales total was $1,250,000. 
Bidding for skunk was fair to good, 
with the best skins sold at $9.20 each 
for an offering of 243 extra large No. 
1 prime pelts, The attendance dur- 
ing the selling of them, which ended 
the morning session and began the 
afternoon, was larger than before the 
luncheon intermission, but there was 
more buying after the “lookers” 
cleared out. 

Owners “Bidding in” 


It was said that owners of the 
skins were again doing a good bit of 
“bidding in,” preferring to do this to 
letting their holdings out at what 
some buyers thought they ought to 
bring. It was no secret that there 
were a nuinber of bargain hunters 
among the buyers. 

The highest price paid during the 
day was for polar bear, the choicest 
of which brought $99. Some brown 
bear skins went as cheaply as 60 
cents. The highest price of the 
smaller skins was paid for wolverines, 
“top” for them being $22; low price 
for this fur was $4. The biggest per- 
centage advance over last April was 
shown by fitch. Russian skins went 
up 75 per cent, but German fitch ad- 
vanced 60 per cent. Kollimsky came 
next with 40 per cent., followed by 
Australian opossum and skunk with 
35 per cent. each,

OTTAWA, May 3.—Keen criticism 
in the house today resulted in the tem- 
porary blocking of a senate bill to 
Disputes In- 
vestigation act (the Lemieux act). 
The clause of the bill particularly at 
issue was one relating to the authority 
of the union leaders to apply for a 
board of conciliation, Under the pre- 
sent act, such authority must be ap- 
proved by a majority of the members 
of the union present at a meeting call- 
ed for that purpose. Under the bill, 
the approval must be given by @ 
majority of all the members of the 
union, 

Especially critical of the bill were 
Hon, W. L. MacKenzie King, leader 
of the opposition, who, as deputy min- 
ister of labor, drafted the Lemieux 
act, and Angus McDonald, recently- 
elected labor-U.F.O. member for Tem- 
iskaming. It was Mr. McDonald's 
maiden speech in the house and was 
followed with interest by all eides. 

Would Increase Strikes, 

Mr. King argued that if a number 
of men working in a mine were dissat- 
isfied. they could not, under the bill, 
obtain a board on their own applica- 
tion, They must wait for the approval 
of @ majority of the whole union. Mr. 
McDoneld declared that the effect of 
the amendment would be to increase 
strikes. A section in a mining camp 
would be unable to eecure inquiry 
into any grievance they might have, 
and its dissatisfaction might very 
easily infect the whole industry. The 
effect of the proposed amendment to 
the act appeared the reverse of bene- 
ficial to labor. 


Enfraachisement of Women. 


franchise bill wore passed and to- 
morrow the house is to take up the 
important amendments touching on 
the enfranchisement of women of 
enemy alien birth naturalized by mar- 
riage. Amendments to the bill made 
today provide for these polling hours 
—city polls, 6 am. to 6 p.m.; rural 
polls, 8 a.m, to 6 p.m.

The clause stood over and the house 
adjourned at 11:30 p.m., but not with- 
ou. a clash between Mr. King and thé 
solicitor-general. Mr. King suggested 
that as the house had done @ good 
day’s work, it should adjourn to en- 
able preparation to be made for the 
following day. He intimated that ae 
much progress would be meade by ad- 
journing. Mr. Guthrie warmly replied 
that he wished it to be distinctly und- 
erstood that the house was not ad- 
journing at the suggestion of the lead- 
er of the opposition, he considered 
11:30 an unusual! hour to adjourn, The 
order of business for tomorrow is:

Oompenaation Board Levy 

It je perhaps necessary to mention 
that provision has also been made in 
the departmental estimateg for meet- 
dng the assessment levied under the 
Workmen's compensation act under 
certain amendments to that act, 
which require the Olty of @dmonton 
to contribute an assessment to the ac- 
cident fund of the workmen's com- 
pensation board on a tbasis of $1.45 
per $100 of wages paid by the city to 
its employees. This provision em- 
braces the whole of the civic employ- 
ees of the city. 

It has been deemed advisable to 
add to the departmental estimates 
$40,000 to mect contigencies which 
may arise during the year, particular- 
ly in the direction of necessary main- 
tenance, repairs and other expenses, 
Continuing the policy of the past tew 
years, provision has again been made 
for a further aum of $150,000 to be 
@dded to the reserve against uncol- 
lectable taxes. It ia not considered 
necessary this year to make provision 
for soldiers’ home tax exemptions in 
view of the fact that there is still a 
balance of this reserve available. 

Briofly, the total amount required 
to be levied for general tax punposes 
this year is, as already shown, $3,- 
642,395.07 as compared with the levy 
of last year of $2,804,138.22, or actual 
expenditure, as indicated from ithe 
accompanying summary, of an 
amount rather leas than this ($2,747,- 
285,72). 

It would appear, therefore, aesum- 
ing that these estimates are approved 
by your honorable body, that a total 
tax rate of forty-five (45) mills will 
be necessary to be levied in the case 
of public school supporters and 41.76 
miMa in the wase of separate school 
edherants. In addition it will be 
mecesmry to provide for the required 

ovincial supplementary tax of 1 
mfil (this being the rate for the cur- 
rent year) to be levied on jands only.”

Another touching ceremony fn the 
course of the program was the pres- 
entation of the honor roll in memory 
of the men of the coMege who had 
gone overseas, many of whom never 
returned. It was a solemn and im- 
pressive moment when the Ist of 
names were contemplated.

Dr. M. H. Tory, president of the

There was 
a recornit'on of the principle that 
truth {s worth being soucht after, and 
he found that broad-minded men 
were not ofrald of accant'ne the truth 
and theologians of the present day 
were broad enoveh to come under the 
negzis of the Univers'ty.

Dr. J. M. Millar, of Robertson Col- 
lege, in h's address expressed his be- 
Nef that only those men with the 
best possible university” training 
should aspire to theolog'cal training. 
Such men only are best fitted for re- 
ligious leadership in these days of 
turmoil. 

“A mind that can think, and think 
clearly; a head that can feel, and 
feel deeply; a hand that can work, 
and work well; a hide as thick’ as a 
rhinoserous,” was the pithy way in 
which Rev. G. A. Clarke, represent- 
{ng the Bapt'st denomination, spoke 
of the qualifications of a good min- 
‘ster in hs work, 

Principal McColl, of Alberta College 
North, and G. K. Haverstock, regis- 
trar of the department of educat'on, 
were also on the platform and gave 
brief addresses.

PROPOSE LINE OF 
AIR GAGES FROM 


Colonel 0. M. Biggir Tells of 
Plans for Canadian 
Service 


Reconnotftering for ideas to be em- 
fg bodied In the organization of the Can- 
adian Air Force of five thousand mem- 
bers, vice-chairman of the Canadian 
Air Board, Colonel O. M. Biggar, is a 
visitor in Edmonton, reg'stered at the 
Macdonald. Colonel Biggar reached 
this city after a tour of the west as 
far aw Vancouver. 

The present plan of the Air Board, 
announces Colonel Biggar, is to ea 
tablish a training camp at Camp Bor- 
den, where each member of the new 
force will spend one month in twenty- 
ffour in training. The policy to be fol- 
lowed in select'on, ts to obtain the 
services of those men who saw active 
service during the recent war. 

The succesg of the service will de- 
pend to a great extent on the ground 
organization. This means the arrango- 
ment and upkeep of a system of land- 
ing places all over Canada. The opin- 
ion that this will involve the expendi- 
ture of heavy sums is ent'rely wrong. 
For the present all that w'll be neces- 
I8/eary will be to have landing places 
properly marked and controlled. At 
the present time the government ts 
working on a scheme to have a series 
of such places iaid out from Hal'fax 
to Vancouver. Hangars and 
buildings in connection with the ser- 
vice will not be constructed by the 
government but will be left tn the 
hands of the various mun'cipalities. 

No Permanent Staff 

It is not the intention of the govern- 
ment to take on a ataff of permanent 
pilots and mechanics. Apnroved ap- 
plicants will sign for service when 
called and may carry on their civil'an 
occupations meanwhile. No member 
will be compelled to do more than 
One month of actual flying i!n two 
years, and will not be permitted to do 
more than eix months in that period.

Magistrate Hughes gave de- 
cision on Monday afternoon in 
favor of ex-Chief Constable 


Hill in his action to recover from 
the city $785, being two and a 
half months salary, which the 
city refused to pay. Mr. Hill had 
been granted sick leave by the 
police commission during part of 
the winter. The city refused to 
pay the salary for the period 
covered by the leave. The decision 
of Magistrate Hughes is that the 
city owes the money and must 
pay. It is not creditable to the 
city that its executive should place 
it in the position of refusing to 
pay what it honestly owes. 

Ex-Chief Constable Hill entered 
the service of the city in 1914 at 
a salary of $4,000 a year. After 
six months service he was given a 
contract, ratified by bylaw, for 
two years at that figure. But 
within a year he was approached 
by the then mayor with a request 
that in the interests of civic re- 
trenchment he submit to a tem- 
porary reduction to $3,000, l- 
though holding a contract for sal- 
ary at $4,000 he agrced to the re- 
duction to $3,000. Since that time 
he has seen economy replaced by 
extravagance; and a general in- 
crease of salaries to every official 
of tthe city but himself; although 
no official in the city service did 
more efficient work in the per- 
formance of the duties of his of- 
fice, 

The refusal to pay Mr. Hill the 
salary due, is simply the climax 
of the spite policy of the present 
mayor, consistently pursued 
against him during all the years 
in which he was police chief of 
Edmonton. Mr. Hill was brought 
to Edmonton and installed as chief} 
for the purpose of rescuing the 
city from the position to which it 
had sunk as a result of control of 
its police affairs by the safety and 
health committee of the city coun- 
cil of which Mayor Clarke was 
chairman. Naturally there was 
friction between Chief Hill and

out opponents of the coalition. 
That attitude of benevolent neut- 
rality toward the hybrid ministry 
the party is now apparently chang- 
ing for one of resolute antagonism. 

For this change Mr. Lloyd 
George deserves some measure of 
the thanks, Though it was bound 
to come in any event with the re- 
turn of Mr. Asquith to parliament, 
the Premier helped it along, first 
by trying to keep Mr. Asquith out, 
and second by trying to take the 
parliamentary Liberals into the 
coalition camp and leave him with- 
out a following. How well he suc- 
ceeded is apparent. 

The Manchester Guardian in a} 
recent issue published in parallel! 
columns reports of two speeches, 
one by Mr. Lloyd George, the oth- 
er by Mr. Asquith, which are im-| 
portant as marking the parting of 
the ways between the coalition and | 
the Liberals, and also as showing 
the reason for the break. The one 
is a challenge to the Liber1l mem- 
bers of Parliament to support the 
coalition lest worse befall them; 
the other is the response ‘of Mr. 
Asquith, that nothing ‘‘worse’’ 
could happer, and that it is the 
duty and intention of the Liberals 
to promote the principles of Lib- 
eralism. 

Addressing the 
Liberal party, Mr. Lloyd George 
urged the members to support the 
coalition, because if they did so 
it could be kept in power, and be- 
cause if they did not do so neith 


parliamentary 


er the: coalition nor themselves 
could carry on the Government 
and power would fall into the 
hands of the labor party, with. a 
majority probably so small that 
the new cabinet would be at the 
dictation of socialists. As Lib- 
erals believed in private property 
as the necessary incentive to per- 
sonal initiative and industry, they 
should back the Government and 
avert the catastrophe of having 
the country ruled by principles 
contrary to their own. 

That is to say, the Liberal party 
should oblige the coalition in gen- 
eral and Mr Lloyd George in parti-| 
cular by committing suicide, and 
protect the -principles it stands 
to propagate by wiping itself out 
of existence. And Socialism was 
the speetre with which the Premier 
undertook to frighten the Liberal 
members into the policy of politi- 
cal hari-kari. 

The response of Mr, Asquith 
was both prompt and what was 
to be expected. He declined this 
inyitation to divide the country 
into hostile camps, arrayed against 
each other for class purposes, by 
joining a campaign of anything 
to beat labor; and characterized 
the Premier’s appeal as simply an 
attempt to stampede the Liberals 
into support of a Tory Government 
by displaying the spook of an ima- 

inary menace, To the National 
iberal Federation he declared: 

“We have reached a point of new 
departure. This is going to be the 
real test of whethor men and women 
are Liberals or whetner they are fol- 
lowing ‘he alluraments of demagogy, 
to find themselves hewing wool and 
drawing water aa camp fol'owers of 
the Tory army. We, at any rate. have 
recovered our freedom, if it was ever 
in danger. 

“We shall fight in all these elections 
-—(a roar of applause and cries of

ed out to fight for the country. 
The Mennonites in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan came to Canada 
many years ago under promise of 
exemption from military service. 
That they intend to leave it for 
a country from which their co- 
religionists emigrated because 
they could not secure exemption 
does not seem very likely. 

A much more probable theory is 
that the Mennonite leaders are 
threatening to take their people 
out of the country in hope that 
they will be bribed to stay, by 
some further concessions, in the 
way of immunity from the school 
laws of the provinces, with which 
they have been in conflict for some 
years. If that is the hope it is 
likely to be disappointed. Nobody 
is needed ,or wanted, in Canada at 
that price, 


Athabasca Bye Election.

Warsaw, May 38—Bolsheviki forces 
have backed up against the Dnieper 
river and are preparing to resist the 
Polish and Ukrainian efforts to take 
Kiev, towards which General Pilsud- 
ski's men are fighting their way from 
three directions. 

Stubborn fighting is going on in the 
Open country along the Telrow river 
in the vicinity of Malin. 

Chinese mercenaries are being used 
by the Bolshevik{ to stem the eastern 
sweep of Polish and Ukrainian forves, 
said Saturday's official communique. ; 
A number of Chinese have been cap. | 
tured, it was announced. Material 
taken by the Poles includes one 1iun- 
dred locomotives, three armored 
trains, several] tanks and one eniire 
air squadron, 

Winnica and Zhmerinka, approx!- 
mately 62 miles southwest of Kiev, 
have been re-taken by the Poles and 
Ukrainians after three days of fight- 
tng. The Reds have been pushed 
across the Bug river. i 

Violent Fighting Reported 

London, May 8—Violent fighting in | 
the vicinity of Kiev is reported in an 
official statement issued by the Soviet | 
government at Moscow Sunday and 
received here today. The Bolsheviki 
claim some successes for their armies 
{n the Black sea region. The atate- 
ment says: 

“In the Kiev region our troops are 
fiercely engaged west of the river Ir- 
pen and at Fastoff (30 miles south- 
west of Kiev). Our flotilla on the 
river Pripiaty has captured an enemy | 
steamer. In the Podolek region there | 
is no change. In the Reaziitaa dis- !/ 
trict (government of Vitebsk), north 
of Rezenovskaia station, the enemy 
drove back our troops, but our former 
position was restored by a counter- 
attack, 

“On the Black seacoast troops cap- 
turea Stotchy after severe fighting 
and the enemy ia retreating in dis- 
order on Adler. We captured two 
armored trains and large miNtary 
booty.”

There wag no request for 
uw subsidy or assistance of any kind 
All thal we desired was the charter 
to construct. This proposed line does 
nit parallel any existing lines of the 
Canadian National railways. It ap-| 
parently did conflict with plans of} 
{future construction which the Cana-| 
{dian National officers had been uaa el 
ing about, 

“It was argued that as the Cana-) 
dian National had been operating the| 
only lines north of the north Saskat- 
chewan river in the province of Sask-| 
atchewan all the country north of the 
river should be regarded as Canadian 
National territory, 

“The Canadian Pacific will not vol- 
untarily subseribe to any principle of 
division of territory The Canadian 


National railways has every right to 
build into territory in southern Sask- 
atchewan and = southern Alberta, 


which has in the past been exclusive- 
ly served by the Canadian Pacific, and 
as a matter of fact, has been and is 
now exercising that right.
